HARD-OF-H EARING 
The activities of the telephone 
company have never been of very 
much interest to people hard-of 
hearing. When you can’t use the 
telephone anyway, it doesn't make 
much tiiiference whether the dial 
system Is more of a nuisance than 
the regular call system. 
But in the laboratories of the 
Bell Telephone Co., which is a sub­ 
sidy of the Western Electric Co., 
463 West St., New York City, much 
is being accomplished for the bene­ 
fit of people who are liard-of-hear- 
ing. Thanks to the initiative and 
efforts of Dr. Harvey Fletcher, 
Ph. D., one of the chief engineers 
of the W-estern Electric Co. 
In these laboratories have been 
perfected three outstanding instru­ 
ments. First the Western Electric 
Audiphone, an electrical hearing 
device with a very small ear piece. 
This instrument is away ahead of 
another on the market to the writ­ 
er’s knowledge. The very hard-of- 
hearlng can understand ordinary 
conversations with it. 
Full cultured opportunity may 
again become the refreshment and 
joy of the hard-of-hearing if they 
themselves 
will 
demand 
that 
church authorities, managers of as­ 
sembly and concert halls and thea­ 
ters install tho hearing apparatus 
for audience rooms, which the sci­ 
entists 
have already developed. 
Cultural education, music and the 
drama, are within easy reach of 
the hard-of-hearing if they them­ 
selves will unite to procure me­ 
chanical hearing. 
The second instrument is of out­ 
standing importance to everyone 
—I refer to the Western Electric 
4A Audiometer used in giving ac­ 
curate test of the hearing. Every 
city should have one of these in­ 
struments in their public schools 
for frequent hearing test of tho 
children, for it is only when a 
hearing defect is discovered 
in 
time that a cure is possible, as any 
otologist will tell you. 
The third instrument is an am­ 
plifier placed on telephones enab 
ling the very hard-of-hearing to 
! carry on a telephone conversation. 
A fourth instrument is under 
1 way which ought to be of great in­ 
terest to all who have an auditory 
defect—television. 
Two-way tele­ 
vision, in which images are trans­ 
mitted by wire, just as the tele­ 
phone transmits sound. Perhaps in 
a few years television will begin 
to be used by banks for identifica­ 
tion but it will be a matter of years 
before It will become a practical 
means of communication. 
The world movement for the 


amelioration of the handicaps in­ 
herent to impairment of hearing 
which has grown to such propor­ 
tions in the last few years may be 
said to be unified and solidified by 
one great vision the control or pre­ 
vention of those physical condi­ 
tions which cause the sense of 
hearing to fall. 
A program has 
been developed which 
is being 
adopted in many cities. This pro­ 
gram of early detection, treatment 
and lip reading without any segre­ 
gation of the child with incipient 
hearing impairment has enlisted 
the combined labor of the progres­ 
sive otologist, the educator, the so­ 
cially 
conscious 
hard-of-hearing 
adults. Working for future genera­ 
tions, the united laborers in this 
field entertain a reasonable hope 
that annihilation of hearing im­ 
pairment may finally reward their 
efforts. 
In this field workers and finan­ 
cial support are needed.
